By the will of Capt. Thomas P. Sal- 
ter of Portsmouth, N. H., the Metro- 
politan Museum o^ets all of his paint- 
ings, estimate(i to be worth $15,000. 
The paintings are now loaned to the 
museum. 



A replica of Raphael's Sistine Ma- 
donna, done in needlework by Fraulein 
Clara Ripberger, has been offered to 
the Metropolitan Museum by the own- 
er, but was refused on the ground that 
the price asked was too high. An effort 
is now on foot by friends of Fraulein 
Ripberger and others interested in art 
to devise some plan by which the copy 
of the famous painting may be placed 
in the museum. 



The American Xumismatic and Ar- 
chaeological wSociety has approved the 
recommendations of its committee on 
coinage in regard to the issue by the 
L^nited States of an entirely new coin- 
age, artistic in design. The committee, 
of which Dr. George F. Kunz is at the 
head, was empowered to proceed and 
bring the society's recommendations to 
the attention of the proper authorities. 

To insure representative competition 
the committee is of the opinion that 
artists should be permitted to submit 
designs for each denomination in every 
metal. In case, however, any artist 
receives first award in one of the 
metals, he should not be permitted to 
compete for other denominations in the 
same metal. 

It was announced that Augustus St. 
Gaudens had been commissioned by the 
Treasury Department to execute a new 
design for the twenty dollar gold piece. 



A cable to the Herald from London 
says : At Sotheby's D. F. Stevens, a 
well-known American book dealer, beat 
Mr. Quaritch for four art books. He 



secured histories of three of Sir Mar- 
tin Frobisher's voyages for $5,000. 



The suspension of the publication 
known as the Ai:t Collector and Critic, 
after a somewhat fitful existence, has 
been much discussed in art circles of 
late. The failure of the March number 
to appear had led to some inquiries, 
which are now answered by the news 
of the suspension. The editor, Mr. 
Preyer, has made a good struggle and 
the suspension is to be regretted, for 
the publication filled its own and pe- 
culiar field, well. 



P. J. Bird, a collector of London, 
has secured a painting of Isabella, 
Countess of Erroll, painted by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds about 1765-70. It is 
said that Mr. Bird purchased it from 
the present Countess of Erroll. The 
portrait of the Countess is full-length. 
In her left hand she holds her coronet, 
and she is attired in her coronation 
robes. The condition of the picture is 
said to be remarkable, and a writer 
speaking of it says: "I understand it 
has never been retouched or restored 
in any way." The painting of the 
Countess is comparatively unknown. 



In the Italian Chamber of Deputies 
in Rome last week Sig. Cinefelli, Under 
Secretary of Public Instruction, reply- 
ing to a question, confirmed the state- 
ment that the whereabouts of seven 
Van Dyck pictures, said to have been 
sold by the family of the Marquis Cat- 
taneo della Volta of Genoa to Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, is at present un- 
known. The Ministry, he said, had 
placed the matter in the hands of the 
judicial authorities, who had begun 
civil and criminal proceedings, and had 
taken measures to prevent similar oc- 
currences to pictures owned by the 
same family. 

Menotti catalo-gues these pictures 
simply as seven portraits of the Can- 
taneo family, a half length seated por- 
trait of a young man of the Lomellini 
family and a half length of Antonio 
Delmarini, wife of the Doge of Ven- 
ice. There is a full length portrait of 
this lady in the Reale Palace, Genoa. 

Some of the mystery, however, has 
been cleared by a letter which Count 
Giuseppe del Vermi, guardian of the 
Cattaneo heir, has written to a Geno- 
ese journal, stating that as there were 
fifteen heirs the guardians decided to 
sell six Van Dyck portraits of the Cat- 
taneo and Lomellini families. Two of 
the portraits are full lengths of women, 
one having a negro in the background. 
The other four are small portraits. 

Pie mentions them with disparage- 
ment, and remarks that he knows noth- 
ing further of their destination and 
never heard of an offer from the Ber- 
lin gallery. The pictures so far have 
not figured as Van Dycks of any im- 
portance. 

A special cable to the Herald from 
Paris says the Museum of the Louvre 
has acquired another Rembrandt in the 
form of a gift from Comte Potocki. It 
was first intended as a legacy, but the 
giver acceded to the request for a loan 
of the picture. It is a portrait of Rem- 
brandt's brother, Adriden Hermansz 
van Rijn, eight or nine years older than 
Rembrandt himself and of whom Rem- 
brandt painted a portrait several times.

Not 
only were students in the audience, but 
also members of the Academy and pro- 
fessors from the college. 

The composition class under Geo. W. 
>faynard was given its final subject 
for competition on March 15. the sub- 
ject being ''Job and His Three 
Friends.*' The preliminary sketches 
rnust be of a uniform size, and be in on 
March 29, when the school committee 
of Academicians will select those to 
enter the final competition. The two 
prizes are respectively of $60 and $40. 
and an honorable mention.

The Boston Art Club's 76th exhibi- 
tion opened March 15 with a reception. 
T-here were 188 water colors and pas- 
tels in the two galleries, and, it is ru- 
mored, that four times as many were 
refused. The show as a whole is bet- 



ter than might be expected, for a num- 
ber of the strongest painters among the 
water colorists have just exhibited in 
the Water Color Club. Goods works 
are sent by Sears Gallegher, W. P. 
Burpee and Melbourne Hardwick. A 
landscape, with moose, is by Charles 
Copeland, whose ''Becalmed" and 
•'November, Neponset River," are 
among the pictures to be noted. 
Sydney R. Burleigh is represented by 
a landscape, "Nightfall in Donegal.'' 
"Storm Ofif the Dutch Coast" is by 
Walter L. Dean. Horace Burdick 
Hendrick Hallet, Louis Kronberg, 
Henry W. Rice, Charles F. Pierce, 
Childe Hassam, W. Merritt Post, Ed- 
ward H. Potthast, Colin C. Cooper, 
Harriet Sartain, C. Myles Collier, 
Charles Warren Eaton, Will S. Bud- 
worth, Percy Moran and other, well- 
known painters are represented. 

Among the miniatures, which have 
a wall to themselves, is Elizabeth T. 
Watson's study of two children, paint- 
ed on parchment. A portrait of Rabbi 
Charles Fleischer is by Sally Cross. 
Jean Oliver sends a portrait of a little 
boy with a kitten, and a ''Study in Yel- 
low." Other interesting works are by 
Evelyn Purdie, May Austin Claus. 
Ethel B. Collver, Alice L. Hart and 
F. E. Nute.

Henry W. Rice is holding an exhi- 
bition of his recent water colors in the 
Fenway studios. An exhibition of oil 
and water-color sketches, by the late 
Baron Hugo Von Blomberg, with work 
by his daughter, Baroness A. M. Von 
Blomberg, also has been opened in the 
Fenway Studios during the week. 

Frank Benson's exhibition of pic- 
tures under the auspices of the Lowell 
Art Association, has been well re- 
ceived.

Sir Peter Lely had 
a singular idea of the matter. To us 
his beauties appear not sunburnt, in- 
deed not, but rather vapid, somewhat 
too full blown peonies of the white va- 
riety—rose ce soir— demain fletrie. 
Well, in their case yesterday was to- 
morrow, long, long ago. Les neiges 
d'automne are there, to be sure, on neck 
and breast; but the carnation of vester- 
year have long ago faded. StUl the 
^rail lady here portrayed is rather ex- 
ceptionally pretty foV the good Sir 
Peter. Largilliere is a man who doesn't 
get quite the credit he deserves now- 
adays. His pictures are pompous 
enough, to be sure; the arrangement is 
artificial and pompous. But the man 
was an immensely skilful workman. It 
would be hard to paint a lace Avristband 
or a kerchief more liglitly and deftly 
than does Largilliere.

THE JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION. 

The following letter speaks for itsei.i : 
Norfolk, Va., March 9, 1907. 

Dear Mr. B.: I note that a distin- 
guished committee is working for the 
purpose of securing an antiquarian and 
historic art exhibit for th^ Jamestown 
Exposition, which promises to be so 
rich in historical material that we do 
not feel that we rightly, with regard 
to the best interests of the Exposition, 
can decline to receive it. ^^^ 

We feel great regret at ha,yi/ig to 
even consider the question of an aban- 
donment of our purpose of having a 
fine arts exhibit, but the lateness of 
the time at which this offer has come 
to us, and the scarcity of room in our 
fireproof building makes it impracti- 
cable for us to have both the fine arts 
exhibit and that offered to us by our 
English friends, and in view of the 
fact that ours is an historical exposition, 
we feel that we ought to accept the 
English offer and forego the pleasure 
of the fine arts exhibit which youjwere 
collecting for us in a manner so in- 
telligent and satisfactory. ;..j 

Nothing but this most teml^ping offer 
and the limitations bo'^h of time and 
space would induce us to reconsider our 
determination, and to ask you to re- 
lieve us from any obligation to pro- 
ceed further with your work. Very

Editor American Art N^ws : 

Dear S'ir: In the history of picture exhibi- 
tions and juries nothine ha§ been so suggestive 
of a remedy for the evils rexisting as the atti- 
tude of Robert Henri while on the jury sit- 
ting at the Academy exhililtion now open. He 
has thrown a spark of light into the mystery 
of how it is possible for- exhibitions to con- 
tinue always so badly. 

Mr. Henri's belief of the "lack of catholicity 
in juries as regards point of view" is per- 
fectly true, although mild. The whole truth is 
that not only the National Academy, but all our 
present picture shows are in the hands of the 
same conventional crowd, ;and unless a picture 
bears the stamp of the sanie mediocrity it will 
not hang with theirs. There are a number of 
really good artists (far better than these jury 
'servers) we do not hear oiF, because they are 
not represented in these shows, either Irom 
lack of interest, not havine time to waste in 
the argument, or from inability to suit the 
conventional taste. Manet said : *The old 
masters were far less conventional in their day 
tflian we are now." Geo. Clausen, the present 
professor of painting at the Royal Academy, 
says: "We can realize how much the apprecia- 
tion of a work of art depends upon the ac- 
cepted convention of the moment, and this may 
help us to understand the unaccountable ne- 
glect which has from time to time overtaken 
great artists." 

This convention of the moment is our case 
is the very worst; it has not sprung from a 
healthy source. The imitation Whistlers, 
Monets, Degases rule the roost. How many 
pictures do we see in our exhibitions we 
would wish to live with? Very few indeed, 
and those are not of the conventional order. 

'i'he tendency is all against beauty An any 
form ; poor form, poor line, poor color crying 
out, Art for Art's sake, branding everything 
not of their kind too poetical, to sweet, too 
dark and mysterious. 

Where would Millet or even Iriness be in the 
midst of our accepted style? 

Whistler told me he greatly preferred the 
old conventional Munich painting with all its 
blacknes, to tihe ^resent with all its whiteness." 
Neither black nor white is color. 

The point is, is Mr. Henri's attitude a nail 
in the coffin of the present jur- system? 

Can I intrude on your valuable space for 
on airing of this important subject?

It seems almost unbelievable that 
the management, or m.ismanagement, 
as it had better be called, of the coming 
Jamestown Exposition, should calmly 
abandon a planned exhibition there of 
modern and early American art, for 
which had been voted the sum of $io,- 
000, and the able services of Mr. Rich- 
ard Brooke and Miss Mechlin of Wash- 
, ingtin had been secured, because King 
Edward has offered an antiquarian and 
historic art exhibit. An antiquarian 
and historical exhibition of what? Is 
it to be believed that the King can pro- 
vide an exhibition that would be as fit- 
ting an American historical exposition 
as one that could be arranged in this 
country? Is there as much Revolution- 
ary and Colonial material of an art na- 
ture in England as in this country? 
The proposition is absurd. Without 
in any way depreciating the gracious 
offer of King Edward, it would seem 
that the management might have found 
a way to accept his offer and at the 
same time have a worthy American art 
•exhibit. It looks like a case of snob- 
bishness. In the injustice shown to 
Mr. Brooke and Miss Mechlin in Mr. J. 
Taylor Ellison's remarkable letter to 
them, published elsewhere in our col- 
umns, the shortsightedness and un- 
businesslike methods of the Jamestown 
management are clearly evident. We 
shall be surprised if the press of the 
country does not take this matter up 
and have it thoroughly ventilated. 



The sixth in our series of art exhibi- 
tions in the Southern cities opened with 
a reception in the beautiful Gibbes 
Memorial Gallery in Charleston, S. C, 
on the evening of March 15. It will 
remain there until April 13, when it 
will probably be transferred to Lynch- 
burg, Va., for ten days or a fortnight 
before proceeding to Baltimore. 



A remark of Gladstone's to the effect 
that "the best factor in the preserva- 
tion of a government is discussion of 
it" — is recalled to us by the tornado 
we can hardly call it a cyclone — which 
has raged and is still raging in studios 
and galleries anent the recent with- 
drawal by Robert Henri of two of his 
canvases accepted by his fellow^ j^ii'y- 
men for the current Academy exhibi- 
tion, but rated as No. 2 on a revision 
of the first vote, which had placed them 
in the first rank. 

. The agitation which this novel ac- 
tion on the part of Mr. Henri has 
caused, is good evidence of the vitality 
of the Academy, and the interest its 
exhibitions still inspire in the studios. 
No organization is moribund which can 
occasion such a controversy, and we 
are confident that the very agitation 
and controversy are beneficial to ar- 
tists everywhere, in the highest de- 
gree. We give place elsewhere to the 
full story of the affair, with Mr. Henri's 
explanation of his action and comments 
thereon by Frederick Dielman, presi 
dent of the Academy, and Kenyon Cox. 
I^^-would appear that Mr. Henri was 
and is aggrieved, both by what seemed 
to hii;n,ja want of catholicity on the part 
of Ms fellow jur3a'n'en towards the work 
of some-'of the younger Cafe Francis 
men, . and warm friends of his own, 
and by what also seemed to him sHght- 
ing treatment of some of his own work 
which had passed the jury. 

There can be little or no question of 
the fact, it se^ms to us, that the present 
jury system of judging works sent in 
for exhibition has many and grave de- 
fects'and frequently works for injustice 
— allows the work of mediocre men to 
pass and shuts out that of young, and 
even of older men of force, fulfilment 
and promise — but we are yet without 
even the suggestion of a substitute sys- 
tem that might be an improvement. 

Under these conditions, and pending 
the conception and adoption of some 
new system that will do away with, or 
at least modify the present evils of the 
jury system, the question arises as to 
whether, whtn an artist becomes a 
member of a jury, he is not by prece 
dent and custom, in some measure, at 
least, bound to abide by its rulings? 
We have the greatest respect for Mr. 
Henri's abilities as an artist, and his 
strength and fearlessness of character 
as a man, but it looks to us, as if his 
fellow jurors, admitting that he had 
cause for feeling aggrieved — have some 
cause to feel that having entered the 
game, he should have played it out. 



and increase a weekly bill ought not, 
it would seem, to overcome prudence, 
discretion and foresight on the part of 
a writer who should know better, and 
induce him to attempt to frighten col- 
lectors and buyers, and injure art busi- 
ness and artists and dealers alike. The 
art public should understand that a 
poor art season, or one when stock 
markets are depressed, is just the one 
to secure valuable art objects and pic- 
urcs at low prices. But no more, please, 
of these pessimistic articles by art 
writers lacking both business judgment 
and common sense.

THE HENRI HURRAH. 



While it is undoubtedly true that the 
condition of the stock market of late 
has not been beneficial to the art busi- 
ness in general and had decided effect 
on the picture auctions of last week— 
the reflections of a writer in the New 
York Times, who dilates on the disap- 
pointments of these sales, and who 
quotes the pessimistic remarks on the 
situation of an anonymous art dealer — 
would appear* to be both injudicious 
and ill advised. The desire to get space 



Robert Henri's withdrawal of two 
of his accepted canvases from the con- 
test for places in the current eighty 
second exhibition of the National Acad- 
emy has caused a stir in art circles. At 
the meeting of the jury, of which Mr. 
Henri was a member, some spirited 
remarks were made by him which in- 
dicated that he held the belief 'that 
perhaps a majority of the judges were 
not inclined to yield to any innova- 
tions in art, or to put aside for a mo- 
ment the conventional ideas according 
to which pictures are picked out every 
year for the exhibition. 

As the sessions of the jury proceeded 
and the votes were recorded on vari- 
ous pictures submitted, Mr. Henri got 
the impression that some painters, not 
all of them young, who had brought 
into their work new and original notes, 
individual expressions of life and its 
philosophy, were not faring as they 
should. Among the decisions he pro- 
tested against were those that had to 
do with the paintings of Luks, Shinn, 
Springhorn, Kent and Glackens. He 
suggested that the pictures which had 
been rejected and called back for a 
second examination should be placed in 
another room amid different surround- 
ings and there viewed for the revision 
ary vote. This was contrary to the 
usual custom of bringing a painting 
back and setting it up on the same 
easel on which it had been placed when 
voted on in the first instance. 

The suggestion of Mr. Henri was 
adopted. He called up several rejected 
pictures, as was his right as a jury-man, 
and Will Low called for one. But the 
other jurymen neglected to view them 
in their new surroundings and the ver- 
dict on the pictures was not changed. 

When Mr. Henri's three pictures 
came before the jury the portrait of an 
army officer and "Asiego," a matador, 
received No. i, which meant unanimous 
acceptance by the jury. His Spanish 
gypsy woman and her baby received a 
No. 2 verdict, which meant that it had 
been favorably received by a large ma- 
jority. On the second view, at which 
the former judgments were revised 
more or less, the portrait of the army 
ofiicer and the gypsy woman and her 
baby kept the places assigned to them, 
but the matador was dropped to No. 2. 

Thereupon Mr. Henri arose and 
withdrew the matador and the gypsy 



woman from the contest. He said he 
was moved to do this through the fact 
that he was a juror and because he was 
present when his paintings were passed 
upon. Mr. Henri declined to have an- 
other vote and insisted on withdrawing 
the two pictures from the contest. 
Those who were at the meeting say 
that there was no hard feeling between 
Mr. Henri and the other jurors who 
opposed his ideas — the whole matter 
had been merely the settlement of an 
ethical idea, which left no personal 
bitterness or sting. 

Subsequently, at the examination of 
the work of the hanging committee by 
the jury, Mr. Henri made a protest be- 
cause two pictures which had received 
a No. 3 verdict had not been hung. He 
would not listen to the suggestion that 
they had been shut out on ^account of a 
lack of room, and pointed out two 
places in the gallery where they might 
be hung to advantage. The pictures 
were hunted up and hung in the places 
suggested by Mr. Henri. Next day, 
however, they were taken down again 
on the plea that the two paintings in 
question spoiled the mural effect of 
other pictures hung nearby. 

Mr. Henri said to a Sun reporter that he 
had no quarrel with the rest of the jurors and 
did not wish to have the impression spread 
that there had been friction between him and 
others in the sessions of the jury at which the 
pictures were selected. Nevertheless, he said, 
he thought he had a right to his own opinion 
on suoh matters, and he was frank to express 
it ,even if it was contrary to the conventional 
standard, 

"I believe in encouraging every new impulse 
in art," said he. "I believe in giving every 
American artist a chance to show what he can 
do, no matter whether he abides by the con- 
ventions or not. I do not believe that these 
exhibitions every year should be of selected 
pictures, but rather of something broader in 
its scope, something tihat will reveal the true 
progress of art in America. If it is necessary 
to have an exhibition of selected pictures, let 
us have it by all means, but let it be a spe- 
cial exhibition, cf, say, the works of 100 of our 
best artists. But in the meantime if the Na- 
tional Academy is to be a national institu- 
tion, let us by all means broaden the scope of 
the exhibitions. If it is necessary to hold ex- 
hibitions for selected pictures I will be glad to 
assist in that movement, too. but these exhibi- 
tions should be kept separate from t<he annual 
show." 

When asked why he had withdrawn two of 
his pictures that had not received the most 
favorable verdict from the jury, Mr. Henri 
said that he was moved by several reasons 
in the action he took, not the least of which 
was to impress upon his fellow jurors his fre- 
quently expressed opinion that they were plac- 
ing: a premium Upon the commonplace to the 
exclusion of work of higher conception, work 
not necessarily his own, but of all who had 
come before the jury with something vital to 
say and -had been cast out. 

Mr. Henri's criticisms and the dis- 
cussions of them disclosed the. fact 
that there were very many differences 
of opinion among the thirty men who 
selected paintings for exhibition by the 
Academy. Kenyon Cox said that the 
thirty seldom were unanimous in their 
decisions. 

'Thus it appears," said Mr. Cox, 
"that there are 'many dissenters to al- 
most every selection made by the 
thirty. Mr. Henri's case is not unique; 
it differs from others only in that it 
has been made public." 

Frederick Dielman, president of the 
Academy and a member of the jury, 
was not at all willing to talk about 
the attitude Mr. Henry has assumed. 

"It looks to me like the insistence of one 
man as against twent^^-nine, probably just as 
well quahfied as he, on his judgment as to 
matters of art," he said, "x^e seemed *o show 
some personal soirit when he withdrew his 
pictures, but as far as I and the other member.*; 
of the jury are concerned, I don't believe 
there was any personal feelino- at all. It was 
a matter of judging paintings, pure and sim- 
ple, without regard to who had painted them. 
Of course, the twenty-nine may have been 
wrong and Mr. Henri right, but we did the 
best we could according to our individual 
judgment."

A marvelous two-hour sketch 
portrait of John Gray by Prof. Legros 
has been presented to the gallery by 
Judge Evans, Will Rothenstein's pic- 
ture, "Jews Mourning in a Synagogue" 
by J. Moser, while the widow of the 
late Edwin Edwards, the well-known 
engraver, has given the gallery an in- 
teresting example of her husband's 
skill in oil painting, ''The Thames from 
a Wharf near Waterloo Bridge." Sev- 
eral alterations and improvements in 
the hanging of the pictures have been 
made by the new keeper, D. S. Mac- 
Coll, and a number of drawings and 
studies by the English Alfred Stevens 
have now been framed and hung. 

The trustees of the National Gallery 
have purchased Hyacinth Rigaud's 
''Lulli, and his Fellow Musicians at 
the French Court," which has been 
hung in Room XVL 

To the Birmingham Art Gallery 
there has recently been presented Hol- 
man Hunt's "May Morning on Mag- 
dalen Tower," and a fine landscape by 
Thomas Collier, whose water colors 
are meeting with increasing attention 
from connoisseurs. By the will of the 
late Mr. Charles Machin the same gal- 
lery has come into possession of a val- 
uable collection of antique silver. 

Higher prices were obtained at the 
sale of Sir Wilfred Lawson's collection 
of prints and engravings, which w^ill 
continue at Sotheby's the first three 
days of next week. A proof before 
letters of W. Dickinson's mezzotints 
after Peter's portrait of "Elizabeth

see how this small, progressive and 
able band of painter men have spelled 
for us this year something of the magic 
of the Spring and the coming Summer's 
air and light and balm. 

For it is a display of joyous, high- 
keyed, sunlit and kissed landscapes, with 
here and there a strong portrait, figure 
work and still life, that pleases and 
charms the eye. "The Ten" are all rep- 
resented this year, although it is to be 
regretted that Edward Simmons, who 
has strayed off into the bypath of 
mural decoration, is only able to send 
two sketches — a gray-toned marine and 
a slight study — both good, but not 
truly representative of his best. 

Childe Hassam and Alden Weir are 
the largest contributors, the first with 
four, and the latter with five examples 
of their able and poetic brushes. Has- 
sam shows a delightful little interior 
with figures, the "Music Room," a 
characteristic outdoor with nude, his 
strong and beautiful "Alders," with the 
light through green boughs kissing a 
half-seen nude, and a half-length por- 
trait, "Bowl of Nasturtiums," which in 
beauty of expression and color, grace 
and refinement of line, and a certain 
charm,- undefined but persisting and in- 
vesting, is one of his strongest works. 

Weir shows a figure, "G^rl with 
Hat," a delicious, refined study in soft 
grays; a diaphanous "Early Morning," 
full of charm and outdoor feeling; an- 
other half-length study in grays of a 
young woman, one of his large full- 
aired and delicately colored landscapes, 
and a tonal summer study full of charm. 

Tarbell, it is to be regretted, has 
only one example, a characteristic in- 
terior with figure, but not finished, Rob- 
ert Reid send a half-length female por- 
trait sketch, in grays and browns, fine 
and strong in expression, and of course 
well drawn; a fancy portrait, also at- 
tractive, and a delightful color fantasy, 
"Violets." From Willard Metcalf come 
his Corcoran Gallery "Partridge 
Woods" and a tonal 'outdoor study, 
"Budding Oak." 

Thomas W. Dewing sends three ex- 
amples, "Le Jaseur," "The Statuette" 
and "The Mirror," all good, of course, 
but "The Mirror," with its soft greeiits 
^nd grays and beautiful modelling of 
the shoulders of the woman who has 
posed, perhaps the best. In the "Wo- 
man Braiding Her Hair" Joseph. De 
Camp shows a three-quarter length 
half nude woman, which in modelling, 
strength of drawing and fine rich flesh 
color, is an unusual work, even from 
his able brush. Very strong and true 
also is his fine half-length portrait of 
his daughter. 

If William M. Chase had only sent to 
the recent Philadelphia Academy the 
three works he gives to The Ten there 
would have not been the criticism he 
there suffered. A well-known char- 
acteristic still-life of fish, a lovely soft 
colored and tonal landscape and a 
strong and fine portrait of Mr. Cad- 
walader Washburn make up his dis- 
play. Last comes Frank W. Benson, 



with another of those delightful out- 
door harbor scenes quivering in light 
and color, his "Flying Cloud," from the 
Corcoran, and a strong portrait of Mr. 
Isaac Bates. 

This is the messaCge of "The Ten," 
as spelled in all these 29 canvases. Go 
and read it and come away with heart 
and soul rejoicing, that American 
painters can give such a message of 
joy, of life and promise.
